Chose a Quiet Hour. 

The thieves chose a time when not only the 
family would be at dinner, but when it was 
reasonably certain the 
passing on Burton place. People passing 
along the drive, which is well lighted, would 
see nothing, even if they happened to glance 
down toward Astor street, as Burton place is 
pone too brilliantly {lluminated. 

The burglars climbed up the marble pillars 
of thé porch, crawled up on the balcony, 
forced open the windows with jimmies, and 
entered the house. Apparently they began 
with the room of Mr. Potter, and then made 
a careful visit to the apartment of each mem- 
ber of the family in turn, securing almost all 
of the family jewels.

000, being represented. The action taken at the 
meeting was unanimous. The meeting resolved 
to immediately increase its capital stock from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000, the increase of $5,000,000 
to be represented by 50,000 additional shares of 
$100 each. 

The meeting’ further resolved to forthwith issue 
$6,000,000 of fifty-year 5 per cent gold bonds, to be 
secured by a trust deed to the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company of New York. The proposition, 
which was received some days since, to purchase 
the $6,000,000 bond issue was accepted, and the 
contract for that purpose signed and delivered. 
The first installment of 10 per cent of the pur- 


“chase price of the bonds was paid down by the

SCOUT PRAISES BOER METHODS 

F. R. Burnham, the American, Describes 

‘ Style of Fighting Adopted After 
Capturing Convoy. |

LONDON, April 11.—A dispatch to the 
Morning Post from Bloemfontein, dated 
April 9, gives a description by F. R. Burn- 
ham, the American scout with General Rob- 
erts, of the Boer trek from Koorn werent, 

Mr. Burnham says: 

“Owing to a report that the British had 
occupied Brandfort and were moving :o— 
Winberg the course of the convoy was al-. 
tered, and the Boers pushed forward with 
increased speed toward Winberg. They ex- 
pected cavairy pursuit every hour and the 
convoy was protected with the greatest 
care and subtiety, the road being taken be-. 
tween kopjes held and evacuated in succes- 
sion by rear guards. 

“The trek proceeded throughout 
and ‘Monday morning thé convoy was. ten 
miles from Winberg.” -- 

Mr. Burnham, explaining the Boer meth-_ 
ods of obtainng the range for rifle fire, 
says: 

“One man fired successive shots and 
watched the dust raised by the bullets until 
accuracy ‘was dDfained, and he then 
municated the é to his comrades,”"" .

CAPTURES THE TENNESSEE OAKS IX 


HANDY FASHION. 


son Finishes. Third—Rain Begins 
| Falling and the Track at Montgom- 
ery Park Is Heavy—McCafferty 
Brothers Give the Ring a Severe 


| Drubbing on the Results of the Race 


—~Talent Has a Good Day. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 10.—[Special.]—The 
Tennessee Oaks was won at Montgomery 
Park today by Belle of Orleans, who was the 
betting favorite, and who is owned by John 
J. McCafferty. The race was only an exer- 
cise gallop for the daughter of Longstreet 
and West Annie, who defer ted the poorest 
field that has ever gone to the post in the 
stake. 

Last year May. Hempstead outclassed 
those who ran against her and was at a 
short price, and Belle of Orleans should 
have been held in high esteem today. There 
was a good play on Cahn’s Scarlet Lily, 
however, and on the Chicago filly, Brownie 
Anderson, and as good as 8.to 5 was to be 
had against McCafferty’s filly at certain 
stages of the betting, although she was at 
9 to 10 as post time,

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IN COUPON CRAZE’S GRIP. | 


CHICAGO INVADED BY VARIOUS 
FORMS OF THE TEMPTING SCHEME. 


Fifty Concerns in Business and Num- 
ber Is Growing Rapidly—Premiums 
Include Furniture, Umbrellas, and 
All Kinds of Clothing—Neither Of- 
fice Nor Stock Needei—How the Pro- 
moter Makes a Profit — Inspector 
Stuart Busy Watching. 


— 


The coupon craze has established itself 
firmly in Chicago. Some fifty coupon book 
coneerns, organized on the endless chain 
idea, are in operation, and others are spring- 
ing up with mushroomlike rapidity all over 
Furniture, hats, shoes, gloves, 
canes, umbrellas, silk skirts, and entire 
suits are.offered as premiums, and if the epi- 
demic keeps on, says Inspector Stuart of the 
Postoffice, royal white elephants and rare 
specimens of the gyasticutus curiosus will 
soon be on the list of things offered a trust- 
ing public willing to drop business and desert 
home in the evenings to go coupon selling. 

The craze involves all classes of people. 
In the down-town district one concern has 
put out nearly a hundred coupon books 
among young woman stenographers. These 
*ooks cost $1.20, and contain five 20-cent 
coupons. When. all the coupons have been 
sold and returned to the office of the concern 
with $1 additional.for another book, the 
original purchaser is entitled to a silk skirt 
represented as worth $6 to $7. The cost to 
the original purchaser is 20 cents, she having 
retained the money for the five coupons sold. 
A woman has dress: goods, ribbons, gloves, 
and millinery to offer those who dispose of 
ten’ 10-cent coupons, while a man “ gives 


‘away ” furniture under similar conditions. 


Need Neither Office Nor Stock. 
Owing to the way the schemes operate no 


office or stock of goods is necessary, and but 
few of the concerns have rooms or offices. 


| The furniture man has his office in his hat. 
His books contain five $2 coupons and cost 


$10. When the five coupons are sold the 
original purchaser ‘has his $10 back, and 
when each of the coupons has been turned in 
and $8 additional paid for another book he 
is entitled to $30 worth of furniture. By that 
time the furniture man has $40. 

“They are good schemes,” said Inspector 
Stuart, “‘but people should be warned 
against them, although the craze will die 
out of itself soon. It is being run to death. 
A man can’t turn around but some one shoves 
a coupon at him. I hear of half a dozen 
schemes of this kind a day. A good many 
of them are operating throughout the coun- 
try, having imposing-looking letter-heads, 
with cuts of the sixteen-story building in 
which they have desk-room, but leading out- 
siders to believe they occupy the e 
structure. 

“T reached home: the other evening to 
find that my wife had bought a coupon from 
a friend who wanted a silk skirt offered by 
one of these concerns. In order that her 
friend could get the-skirt my wife had had 
to buy a book for herself. She was $1.20 
out, because when she tried to sell her own 
coupons she found ‘all her acquaintances 
had books of their own. The first man 
génerally is the only one who gets anything. 
The second set of buyers finds every one else 
with books. 

“ Any one éan start a scheme of the sort. 
It requires but little capital. Talk about the 
man with the hoe, it’s the man with the 
scheme. Chicago is full of him. I think this 
is the greatest town in the country for things 
of the sort. It keeps the department busy 


looking after them.” 


Cash Scheme a Failure. 

‘One man, said the Inspector, had attempt- 
ed to start business on a cash basis. For 
every $1 book sold he gave $4 cash, coupons 
being 25 cents each. ‘The specious argument, 
applied in the other cases, that buying the 
goods in large amounts enabled the pro- 
moters to keep the thing going was not 
applicable to the scheme, however, 
and it fell through. a 


INSURANCE AFPAIRS.

Sprinkled rieks in dgene are rated in the same 
classes as fireproof structures. The advisability 
of such equipment is becoming one of increasing 


importance, as the recently advanced rates make 
a big difference between preferred business and 
stocks in buildings of a combustible nature. There 


wide range of opinion among insurance 


as to the practicability of sprinklers and water. 
curtains. Some favor this kind of safeguard and 
auxiliary fire apparatus, while others believe that 
thermostats for sounding automatic alarms ore 
superior. Since the new rates have been in effect 
a@ number of owners of commercial and manufact- 
wring buildings with multiple occupancy have 
either had a sprinkler service placed on their prop- 
erty or are considering the matter. A trade paper 
treats the subject as follows: 

“The question as to the value of automatic 
eprinklers in frame buildings as compared. with 
. buildings of stone or brick is best answered by the 
broad proposition that their value is greatest in 
risks that are most combustible—that is, in risks 
where fire is likely to gain the greatest volume ani 
strength in a given time from the instant of the 
outbreak. The correctness of this broad proposi- 
tion has been proven, not merely in single in- 
stances, but by the-entire results with automatic 
‘Sprinklers since their first introduction, and our 
most experienced underwriters fully recognize this 
ane and allow a reduction in premiums accord- 

ng y. 

“In reference to outside exposure, while it is a 
fact that the owners pay the underwriters for 
indemnity against loss from outside exposure, that 
fact does not wipe out the value of automatic 
sprinklers inside the building. An automatic 
eprinkler' cquipment-does not increase the liability 
of destruction without, and in many instances it. 
has so retarded the fire which has attacked the 
building from the outside as to save a total loss.’’ 

Pire losses in the United States and Canada for 
March were $2,000,000 in excess of those of 1899. 
A fact brought out by the increased number of 
fires throughout the country is that all the princi- 
pal lo have been fully covered by insurance. 
While the first three months of this year show 
lommes tn excess of premiums it is believed that the 
present quarter will make a better showing, as ad- 
vanced rates are now in force in Chicago, Now 
York, and Philadelphia, and other large cities are 
about to make increases.

Secretary shows that Revenue Receipts. 
the surplus for the 
present year ending July 1 will be about 
$70,000,000. He estimates in case there is no 
reduction in the tax this surplus will be in- 
creased during the next fiscal year so as to 
amount to about $82,000,000. It is not sup- 
posed the reyenues will increase much dur- 
ing the next year, but there will be a reduc-

Secretary thé receipts during the last fiscal 
year from stamp taxes on checks, tele- 


‘grams, receipts, and other documents gener- 
ay classed as under schedule “‘ A ’’ amount- 
0 to $28,618,081, and the stamps on proprie- 
tary articles produced a revenue of $5,219,- 
. The receipts for the current year, ac- 
cording to the present indications, will be 


Somewhat less than this. 


The Secretary shows that the revenue de- 
rived from stamps, legacies, excise on cor- 
porations, and mixed flour amounted for 
the last fiscal year to only $45,724,540. The 
rest of the war revenue, bringing the total 
up to about $100,000,000, was derived from 
the extra taxes on tobacco, beer, and spe- 
clal taxes on dealers, places of amusement, 


etc. 

With a surplus of only $70,000,000 for the 
year it is deemed naturally unwise to abol- 
ish all the war revenue taxes, but it is sup- 
posed all of the stamp taxes could be re- 


‘pealed with entire safety, leaving the un- 


usual taxes on tobacco and fermented liq- 
uors until next year, at least. 

The condition of the Treasury is such that 
there would not be the slightest danger in 
reducing the revenue down to a point where 
the receipts and expenditures would nearly 
balaice, for with the extraordinary ex- 
penditures of the war pretty well. provided 


for, the extra millions to Spain paid up, and 


other funds straightened out, the Treasury 
has in its general balance, aside from the 
Gold reserve, no less than $159,348,009. 

If the entire war revenue were wiped out 
the Treasury could pay expenses for some 
years to come, but a reasonable balance is 
generally considered a safeguard &gainst a 
panic, and hence it is figured out that some 
$45,000,000 in stamp taxes can well be dis- 
pensed with at the present session of Con- 
éress, and a bill to provide for such partial 
repeal will probably be submitted by the 
Ways and Means committee before long.

Stock of New Company. 
The stock of the two old companies will 
be exthanged for common stock in the new 
’ corporation, share for share. The new com- 
ny will have $750,000 of 7 per cent non- 
cumulative preferred stock and $7,250,000 
common. After acquiring the outstanding 
stock of the two companies there will be 
in the treasury of the new company over 
$1,000,000 of common stock. This will not 
be offered for sale, however, the company 
having 
ponds with which to obtain $500,000 cash for 
its treasury as the money is required. Part 
of the bonds, it is stated, have been placed. 
The company will start in business by 
making twenty-eight cars for the Metropol- 
jtan Street railway company in New York. 
These are now being built, and when they 
are finished the company will begin the 
construction of 100 more cars for the same 
road. Negotiations are being carried on for 
the installation of air cars in other cities. 
Contracts have been made covering twelve 
miles of road, which will be operated wholly 
with air cars inside of two months. The 
consolidation of the two companies brings 
together under one ownership two air cars 
which have been tested and proved suc- 
cesses. For the last year the Chicago com- 
pany has operated air cars on the night 
service of the North Clark street line in 
this city. The cars ran without stopping 
during the coldest weather and the snow- 
storms of last winter. : 


Views of Knight, Donnelley & Co. 

Knight, Donnelley & Co., who have been 
behind the Chicago company since its for- 
mation, say that the experience gained from 
the original operation of cars for one year 
in One Hundred,and Twenty-fifth street and 
in Lenox avenue, New York, as well as the 
Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth street 
lines in that city, which are entirely equipped 
with air cars, demonstrate, no less than the 
experience in Chicago, the superiority of air 
as a motive power for street railroads. 
_“The improved type of cars,”’ they say, 
“which this company is now building, con- 
sisting of thirty-foot single truck motors, 
forty-foot double truck motors, and sixty- 
foot standard passenger coaches for use on 
steam railroads, covers a variety of service 
and will enable this company to fill contracts 
to meet all requirements of city And sub- 
urban service. It is the purpose of the new 
company vigorously to push the business 
along these lines and gradually to widen the 


field for the suburban service of steam rail-. 


ways and for other purposes.

Western Roads Propose to Raise Rates 
to G. A. R. Encampment to 
ts a Mile. : 
While the Eastern roads have agreed to 
make the low rate of 1 cent a mile for the 
G. A. R. encampment to be held at Chicago 
next August, the Western roads are trying 
to wrest all the money they can from the 
old soldiers who are anxious to come here 
for that occasion, and are showing a spirit 
of illiberality that is bound to cause them 
trouble in the end. Originally the Western 
roads agreed to make a rate of one fare for 
the round trip, or 1% cents a mile, with a 
minimum rate of $3, and a rate of one and 
one-third fares for the round trip from 
points from which the local one-way rate 
to Chicago is $2.25 or less. While these rates 
are from 50 to 100 per cent higher than the 
rates granted by the Eastern roads. the 
Western lines have reached the conclusion 
that their original offer was too liberal and 
that they might just as well ask for more. 


Propose a Higher Rate. 

A new proposition is now being voted on by 
the various roads to make the rate one fare 
for the round-trip with a minimum rate of. 
$4, which carries the one-fare limit thirty- 
five miles farther fronr Chicago, and makes 
a rate of one and one-third fares for the 
round-trip for all points from which the local 
rate is $3 or less. This raises the rate to 
two cents a mile—or the same as is granted 
to parties of tén, theatrical and other 
amusement companies, and commercial 
travelers—for all points within a radius of 
100 miles of Chicago, from which points the 
largest number of visitors is expected. 

The opinion is freely expressed that some 
of the shrewd General Passenger Agents are 
anxious to have the rates fixed so exorbitant- 
ly high that they can make secret cuts to 
large bodies and still ‘make money on the 
business. They know quite well that the 
high rates cannot be ._maintained. They 
have tried the same grab game before. The 
result was general demoralization, and busit 
ness was carried in the end as low as one- 
half cent a mile. This promises to be the 
final outcome this time; It is quite certain 
that those who wish to come to this city 
from the West will save much money if they 
delay buying their tickets until the last 
moment. By that time the Western roads 
will, be offering much lower rates than they 
would have had to make had they adopted 
the liberal rates offered by the Eastern lines, 


Object to Northwestern’s Charges. 

The Missouri River Stockmen’s associ 
tion, which ships to Chicago and Iowa points 
from 15,000 to 20,000 head of cattle ever 
fall, for years has been asking the North- 
western to grant it the same privileges gran{- 
ed by other roads.

Except in a few northern counties, farming 
operations have been carried on during the last 
week with great activity, the weather being 
favorable for farm work and the ground in ex- 
‘céllent condition for plowing and planting.

-has been a decided lack of rain, except in a few 
for this season of the year. * 

‘The condition of wheat, though generally faiy, 
and in some places fine, has deteriorated since 
‘March, principally because of dry weather. Rye 
is generally in somewhat better condition than 
wheat. Grasses are backward in starting because 
of the lack of moisture and of the continuance of 
cool weather until early in April, and considerable 
‘clover has been winter killed. In same countiés 
‘meadows are doing well. Rain is needed to start 
pastures. . 

The sowing of oats is in progress in the northern 
} district, in the central district it is well advanced, 
‘ahd in the southern district it is almost entirely 
‘completed. A few reporters state that the oats 
‘are already coming up and are growing nicely. 
, Barly potatoes are being planted and: gardening 
has begun over the greater portion of the State. 
In the southern district a great deal of this work 
been done.

Fruit generally 
promises well. The prospects for peaches have

sickness. Dr. Abbott declares that the most 
prominent points in relation to public health 
in the United States today are, first of all. 
the marvelous rapidity with which the in- 
troduction of public water supplies has been 
effected in the last twenty-five years, es- 
pecially in the States west of the Mississippi 
valley. Second, the stimulus which has been 
given to the methods employed for prevent- 
» Ing the spread of infectious diseases, through 
the agencies of bacteriological investigations 
and the establishment of public and private 
laboratories for aiding sanitary work. He 
urges the appointment of a central bureau 
to collect and publish vital statistics of the 
States and secure uniformity in the methods 
of local registrars. It is asked that a strong 
central sanitary organization be established 
at Washington to codperate with and to aid 
all State and municipal sanitary authorities 
in every branch of publichygiene. The duty 
of coliecting and publishing the stacistics 
might be intrusted to this organization. The 


| recommendations of Dr. Abbott will be in- 
dorsed by rearfy every physician or other 
person interested in public hygiene. The in- 
creasing interest which is shown itn this work 
Will prob’bly lead to some such work being 
undertaken by the government in the n 
future. 


REPEAL THE WAR STAMP TAXES. 

The Secretary of the Freasury informed 
the House of Representatives yesterday 
that he believes the excess of receipts over 
expenditures for the fiscal year, ending 


on June 30 next, will be $70,000,000. As | 


only about two and a half months remain 
of that year, the Secretary's estimate can- 
not be far out of the way. For the fiscal 
year, ending on June 30, 1901, he _ es-— 
timates a surplus of $82,000,000. ‘This is 
based on estimated receipts exceeding by 
$17,000,000 and estimated expenditures ex- 
ceeding by $5,000,000 those of the present 
fiscal year. Unexpectedly heavy appropria- 
tions may add to the expenditures, but 
whatever may happen there is sure to be 
a considerable excess of receipts over 
expenditures for the next fiscal year unless 
there is a decided reduction of taxation. ¢ 

‘The Secretary informs the-House also 
that the receipts for the last fiscal year 
from internal revenue taxes, imposed -by 
the war revenue law on articles not | 
previously taxed—omitting, therefore, the 
proceeds of the increased beer tax—were 
$45,724,000. Those for the first nine months 
] of the present fiscal year have been $33,- 
330,000, The receipts for the entire year. 
will not differ materially from those for 
1899. During the latter year the stamp 
taxes on articles not heretofore taxed pro- 
duced $43,800,000, or about what they will 
produce during this fiscal year. So had 
those taxes been repealed last June the 
excess of receipts over expenditures on 
June 30 next would be not $70,000,000 but 
$26,200,000. That would be more than 
enough unless urgent heed -existed of a 
large reduction of the public debt. 

How can Congress have any doubts as 
to the propriety—necessity is not too strong 
a word—of reducing federal taxation be- 
fore the end of this fiscal year? The war 
revenue stamp taxes if not repealed will 
produce during the next fiscal year about 
$45,000,000 of surplus revenue. There is 
not a member of either: House who can 
give a valid réason why that money should 
be transferred from the pockets of the 
people to the National Treasury, which 
does not need it. The bonds which mature 
a few years hence are to be converted 
into other bonds. The United States needs 
no “ war chest” like Russia or Germary. 
There is already a surplus of $150,000,000 
in the Treasury, That surplus needs no 
additions. Why should Con hesitate 
to repeal those unnecéssary and’ irritating 
taxes which are forced on the attention 
of the people when they send telegrams 
or express packages, take out insurance, 
buy land, give notes, draw checks, or make 
contracts?

EXECUTIVE INDEPENDENCE: 
Ex-President. Cleveland lectured to the 
students of Princeton day before yesterday 
on “ The Independence of the Executive.” 
This is a subject with which he ought to: 
be familiar, for he was, especially during 
his second term, a most independent Execu- 
tive. Unlike the majority of his predeces- 


sors, he was independent of his party. The | 


troubles which beset him between 1893 and 
1897 testify that Admiral Dewey is mis- 


taken when he says “ the office of the Presi- |. 


dent is not such a very difficult one to fill,” 


and that his duties include considerably | 


more than the mere execution of the laws of 
Congress. 
The constitution gives the President 
power to nominate and, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, to appoint officers of 
the United States. The question came up 
in Congress immediately after the national 
government was organized whether the 
President could remove without the con- 
sent of the Senate officers whom he had 
appointed with its consent. The decision 
was in the affirmative, and it has been ad- 
hered to up to the present time except tem- 
| porarily under President Johnson. The 
‘| peculiar condition of affairs which existed 


then, and which menaced the independence | 
of the Exceutive, is not likely to be repeated. | 


If the precedent had been established in 
1789 that the President could not remove 


ters have turned out, the executive depart- 
ment of the government has preserved all 
its constitutional powers without imphir- 
ment. The President has become a much 
more powerfnl and independent public 
functionary than the framers of the consti- 
tution supposed he would be. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury makes his annual re- 
port to Congress. The heads of other de- 
partments make theirs to the President. 
The First Congress made this distinction, 
intending to reserve for the legislative 
branch special control over the national 
finances. But the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has become a diguitied executive clerk, 
like the other Secretaries, They did have 


some freedom of action under President ft 


Lincoln, who had a great war on his hands. 
They had none under Mr. Cleveland or, 
under the imperious Jackson. |

a party, which. if net in the majority in 
Congress, has at least a respectable mi- 
nority of the membership. . Those party

Then the 
President is one, while Congress is many. 
In a struggle between the one-man power 
and the many-men power the former usual- 
ly comes out ahead. The President of the 
United States cangot always have his own 
way, however. (orgress sometimes re- 
fuses to act on his'‘recommendations. The 
Senate sometimes refuses to ratify treaties 
he has negotiated,’ thereby showing it has 
not lost its independence. But, in spite of 
these occasional setbacks, an American 
President is a remarkably independent and 


powerful person—far more so than he would 


be allowed to be if he had a life term. 


QIGARET ORDINANCE VALID. 

The decision @f the United States 
Supreme Court upholding the constitu- 
tionality of Chicago’s ¢igaret ordinance 
settles the last dowbt as to the validity 
of the law. ‘The right to impose a high 
license upon cigarets' and prohibit their 
sale to minors as a matter of public health 
and morals is established. Ever since the 
passing of the ogdinance several years 
ago the dealers have been attacking its 
validity, and the ease has been carried 
through the local courts, the State Supreme 
Court, and the National Supreme Court, 
but the measure Aas been sustained at 
every step. Furthiirmore, the desirability 
of such a restrictio on the sale of cigarets 
bas become more ‘firmly established than 


‘ever in the public*mind. It will not be 


surprising if other ‘cities speedily follow 
the example of Chitago and enact similar 
measures. 
In this decision the United States Su- 
preme Court has followed its long estab- 
lished policy of leaving matters of this 
kind solely to the States as long as the 
regulations enacted by local bodies are 
not “so utterly unreasonable and extrava- 
gant in their natufe and purpose that the 
property and personal tights of the citi- 
zen are unnecessarily and in a manner 
wholly arbitrarily interfered with or de- 


stroyed without duf process of law.” Unless 


‘an ordinance can be shown to be thus 


unreasonable it does not violate any pro- 
vision of the federal constitution and is 


-not a subject for federal interference. 
The Chicago ordihanee requiring a license . 


for the sale of cigarets is as reasonable 
and necessary as tle one requiring a license 
for the sale of lifuors and forbidding its 
sale to minors. There is a growing con- 
viction among busiaess-men and employers 
that the inhaling of cigaret smoke is 
sphysically and intellectually injurious, and 
many are inclinedto discourage or prohibit 
the use of cigarets among their employés. 
The habit is regarded by the Chicago 
public as one of those evils which can 
best be checked by taxation. The license 
tax’ imposed on cigarets is not too high
